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Counterfeit bill 
found in Grayling 


A counterfeit bill was recently 
found at a local bank. It was so 
good that a teller accepted it. 
Usually a counterfeit can be told 
by looking closely or by the feel 
but this one was a pretty good 
imitation, 

How can you tcll if you have a 
counterfeit bill? 

First compare the feel and tex- 
ture of the paper with other bills 
which you know to be authentic, 
Most couterfeit bills can be 
detected by feel. 

If it feels okay but you are still 
suspicious check the numeral in 
the lower right hand corner of 
the new bills (except the $5 bili). 
When the bill is tilted back and 
forth the numeral changes color 
from green to black and back. 

Hold the bill up to a light to 
view the watermark in an 
unprinted space to the right of 
the portrait. The watermark 
should be visible from both the 
front and back of the bill. 

Hold the bill up to a light to 
view the security thread. A thin 
imbedded strip running from the 
top to the bottom of the bill 
should be visible on the face of 


the bill. In the $10 and $50 bills 
the strip is located to the right of 


the portrait. In the $5, $20 and 
$100 bills it is located to the left 
of the portrait. 

The security strips also con- 
tain microprinting - USA FIVE 
on the $5, USA TEN on the $10, 
USA TWENTY on the $20, 
USA 50 on the $50 and USA 
100 on the $100 © bill. 
Microprinting can also be found 
around the portrait as well as on 
the security threads. 

Very fine lines have also been 
added behind the portrait and on 
the reverse side scene. 

If you suspect you have a 
counterfeit bill, don’t return it to 
the passer. If possible, delay the 
passer with some excuse but 
don't put yourself in danger. 
Observe the passer’s description 
and if possible record the vehicle 
license plate numbers. 

Contact the local police 
department or state police. 

Do not handle the note. Place 
the note inside an envelope or 
plastic bag and turn it over to the 
police. 

There is no financial reward 
for the return of a counterfeit bill 
but you will have pride in doing 
the “right thing” to help combat 
counterfeiting, |

The 1997 by-laws — the 
Commission on Aging (COA) 
was operating under had never 
been approved by the County 
Board of Commissioners.

In 1997, the COA board 
thought they had amended the 
by-laws to remove term limits.

The amendments were then 
sent on to the County Board for 
their approval. The County 
Board sent them back saying that 
by-law changes required a 2/3 
majority vote,

for action. 

All COA boards since then 
mistakenly thought they were 
acting under the 1997 by-laws,

Grayling cyclists have some- 
thing to look forward to with the 
upcoming completion of a new 
bike path connecting the high

will give. visitors a “non-motor- 
ized option.” For example, 
camping vacationers will now be 
able to bike to town from the 
park, which is something that is 
currently both difficult and dan- 
gerous for cyclists and other 
pedestrians.

Building a 
separate walk over the bridge 
would have cost an additional 
$600,000, according to Koppa. 
Instead, they will re-stripe the 


bridge and put the bike path on 
the existing surface, narrowing 
the traffic lanes for motor vehi- 
cles. 

The planned completion date 
for the new bike path is August 6. 
This, however, is not the last pro- 


ject in store for local cyclists. 


“We've got other ideas that are 
oul there,” said Koppa.

John Edwards is a good pick for Kerry ticket 


| SEE BY THE PAPERS Sen. John 
Kerry has opted for a fellow senator, 
John Edwards of North Carolina, to run 
for vice president. 

In my book, it’s a good choice. 

I was impressed with Mr. Edwards’ 
cainpaign in his own brief quest for the 
Democratic presidential nomination. 

He pretty well steered clear of nega- 
live comments about the other candi- 
dates, including Mr. Kerry, The Edwards 
campaign was set on a positive note, in 
particular the theme of two Americas, 
one for the privileged and a second for 
the rest of us, and the need to close the 
gap and bring all of America together. 

Of course, most everyone identifies 
with “the rest of us,” because very few 
folks will consider themselves as privi- 
leged. So the Edwards campaign had 
broad appeal, and was distinguishable 
from the rest of the candidate pack. 


Not many primary voters agreed, only 
those in South Carolina where Mr. 
Edwards was born, and John Edwards 
dropped from the running. 

He’s relatively young, good looking, 
speaks well, and has little political bag- 
gage. He made a fortune as a trial 
lawyer, if that’s a drawback, and he 
spent only one term in the U.S. senate, 
which is the limit of his public office 
holding, if that is a drawback. In fact, 
being a relatively political neophyte 
might work in his favor. 

John Edwards should be able to make 
some new friends for the Democratic 
ticket, while John Kerry handles run of 
the mill and committed Democrats, and 
the “anybody but Bush” crowd needs no 
further champion, anyway. 

Discussion of John Edwards’ selection 
as good or bad is all empty rhetoric any- 
way. Voters vote for the top of the tick- 


et; rarely does anyone vote for vice pres- 
ident, and 2004 does not seem to be one 
of those rare moments in history. 

* * * 

1 SEE BY THE PAPERS that some 
Michigan Republicans are trying to help 
Ralph Nader get on the Michigan ballot, 
and Democrats don’t think that’s playing 
fair. 

Why not? It makes sense for 
Republicans to help put Mr. Nader on 
the November ballot because he’s liable 
to draw more votes from Democrat 
Kerry than from President George Bush. 

Democrats should not like it either, 
and they don’t, but it’s not a cardinal sin 
for Republicans to pitch in for Mr. Nader 
at this point, and it’s not dirty politics, 
either. Its good, clean, Iegitimate politi- 
cal mischief, 

If the positions were reversed, 
Democrats would be doing the same 


(hing, regardiess of how much partisan 
purity is being preached now. 

But as in the Edwards comment 
above, it really doesn’t make much dif- 
ference in the long run. Mr. Nader is not 
likely to draw enough votes in Michigan 
to throw the election one way or another. 


The stakes are too high, and Michigan — 
voters know it.

| SEE BY ‘THE PAPERS Michigan 
voters likely will face much more than 
helping pick a president in November. 

We also may decide whether same 
gender marriages should be banned in 
the Michigan constitution. It will be a 
hot question and likely will draw many 
more voters to the polls than Ralph 
Nader ever will. 

Petitions also have been filed to ask 
the voters to decide whether any new 
gambling expansion in Michigan needs a 


_ popular vote. Again, this question likely 


will attract more attention and dedicated 
voters than Mr. Nader. 

It’s a tough job to get enough signa- 
tures to put questions such as these on a 
statewide ballot. 

However, in both cases, this is not the 
right way to enact laws in Michigan. 
Both of these questions should be han- 
dled by statute and not by adding them 
to our state constitution. 

The constitution should draw the 
broad outlines of government, with the 
legislature empowered to fill in the 
details. 

Making law by referendum is not 
good government.

Dealing with the high cost of prescription drugs 


Over the past four years, U.S. 
prescription drug prices have 
increased an average of nearly 
20 percent annually. Americans 
today pay, on average, 60 per- 
cent more than the British for 
the same prescription drugs, 
and two-thirds more than 
Canadians. High drug costs are 
forcing some individuals suf- 
fering from chronic illnesses to 
choose between taking their 
medicine on any given day and 
paying the bills or buying gro- 
ceries, 

As prescription drug prices in 
the United States continue to 
skyrocket, American — con- 
sumers have become increas- 
ingly desperate to find the 
cheapest drugs available. In 
recent years, some consumers 
are turning to the Internet to 
comparison shop and buy the 
lowest cost drugs online. Other 
Americans have crossed the 
border to Canada to buy their 
prescription drugs at greatly 
reduced prices. 

Internet pharmacies are a rel- 
atively new response to the 
problem of high cost medi- 
cines. Some Internet pharma- 
cies are completely legal opera- 
tions, set up to offer conve- 
nience and cost savings. They 
require patient prescriptions 
and deliver medications from 
U.S, approved facilities. 

Other Internet pharmacies 
operate illegally, selling med- 
ications without prescriptions 
and using unapproved manu- 
facturers either in the United 
States or offshore.

To get a better sense of the 


enforcement problems with 
Internet pharmacies, the 


Permanent Subcommittee on 
Investigations, of which I am 


the: 8éntbr Democtiit, initiated a 


review of how these pharma- 
cies operate and how federal 
law enforcement finds and 
stops unsafe medications, 

As part of our investigation, 
the General Accounting Office 
(GAO) spent several months 
earlier this year buying pre- 
scription drugs online and then 
testing the drugs to find out if 
they were actually the medica- 
tions ordered. The GAO bought 
popular medications such as 
Celebrex, an anti-inflammatory 
pain reliever; Lipitor, a choles- 
terol-lowering drug; Viagra, a 
medication for male sexual 
dysfunction, and Zoloft, an 
anti-depressant. 

The GAO investigation found 
that buying medications from 
Internet pharmacies was not 
difficult. The GAO placed 90 
online orders and received 68 
samples, a success rate of 75 
percent. Of those 68 medica- 
tions, 45 were shipped illegally 
because there had been no 
patient-provided prescription. 
Many were also shipped with- 
out FDA-required precautions 
such as patient instructions and 


lemperature-controlled packag- 


ing. 

Of the 68 samples, 48 were 
from U.S. or Canadian-based 
Internet pharmacies, 18 were

from other foreign sites, and 
two could not be determined. 
The GAO determined that none 
of the U.S. or Canadian sam- 
ples were counterfeit. However, 
of the other 18 foreign samples, 
three were found to be counter- 
feit, including two that con- 
tained’ incorrect ‘but! not' néces- 
sarily dangerous chemical com- 
positions and one that had no 
active ingredients at all. 

Millions of packages con- 
laining pharmaceutical prod- 
ucts were imported into the 
United States last year and in 
2003, and an estimated $1.1 
billion worth of prescription 
drugs were imported into the 
U.S. solely from Canada. 
Internet pharmacies have con- 
tributed to this increase and to 
the ongoing strain on our 
enforcement resources. The 
Permanent Subcommittee on 
Investigations will hold another 
hearing to explore possible 
solutions to the problems of 
Internet pharmacies, 

One of the reasons millions 
of Americans are turning to 
internet pharmacies is the high 
cost of prescription drugs tn the 
United States. Another way 
many Americans are coping 
with skyrocketing drug prices 
is by traveling to Canada to buy 
cheaper prescriptions from 
Canadian drug stores. 

Drastic measures such as 
these point up the need to deal 
with the larger issue of drug 
reimportation. The importation 
of prescription drugs happens 
everyday in this country.

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Know Your Enemy 

A few weeks ago in our article gnti- 
tled, “Why They Hate Us" we gave an 
overview of our war with Islamic ter- 
rorists from the very birth of our 
nation. Today we are fighting against 
what the Jihadists call the “Third Great 
Jihad” or the “Great Caliphate.” The 
three Jihads go back in history to the 
7th century. [ will give you a brief syn- 
opsis of Larry Abraham's account of 
these events. : 

The first Jihad began with 
Muhammad, Islam’s founder and 
prophet who died in 632 AD. The suc- 
cess of the first Jihad can be traced to 
the demise of the divided Roman 
Empire. The western part of the 
Roman Empire was located in Rome 
with the eastern part focated in 
Constantinople. The first Jihad casily 
conquered many in Europe. They bad a 
simple message offering a cancellation 
of all state taxes and church tithes to 
those willing to convert to [slam. For 
those who resisted Islam they offered 
death. Larry Abraham has called their 
tactics the “carrot or the sword.” 

The first major resistance to the first 
Jihad came at the battle of ‘Tours in 
France. As Abraham said, “Charles 
Martel of France, the father of 
Charlemagne, stopped them in the bat- 
tle of Tours in France, after they had 
firmly established Islam on the Iberian 
Peninsula. This first onslaught against 
the West continucd in various forms 
and at various times until Islam was 
finally driven owl of Spain in 1492 at 
the battle of Granada.” 

The Ottoman Turks led the second and 
most successful Hhad. This became 
known as the Ottonmn Empire bring- 
ing about the fall of Constantinople 
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and resulting in Islam's greatest territo- 
rial gain. However, the Empire was 
weakened by internal strife and divi- 


sions over, which group, was closest to. 


the teachings of Muhammad. Finally, 
as Abraham said, “By 1683 the 
Ottomans had suffered a series of 
defeats on both land and sea and the 
final, unsuccessful allempt to capture 
Vienna set the stage for the collapse of 
any further territorial ambitions and 
Islam shrunk into various sheikhdoms, 
emir dominated principalities, aud rov- 
ing tribes of nomads.” 

The roots of the third Jihad can be 
traced to many Muslims blaming the 
fall of the Ottoman Empire on the 
West, and there became a growing anti- 
western sentiment which gave rise toa 
revival of Islan known as Wahhabism. 
As Abraham said, this sect came into 
full bloom under the House of Saud on 
the Arabian Peninsula shortly before 
the onset of WWE. Abraham said, 
“Wahhabiism calls for the complete 
and total rejection or destruction of 
anything and everything which is not 
based in the original teachings of The 
Prophet and finds its most glariag prac- 
tice in the policies of the Afghani 
Taliban or the Shiite practices of the 
fate Ayatollah Khomeini ta fran. tts Ali 
Pasha (Field Marshall is now known 


as Osama bin Laden, the leader of the 


Third Jihad” who is Wabhabi as were 
his 9/11 altack teams, 
were also Saudi. The strategy for this 
holy war, did not begin with the phin- 
ning of the destruction of the World 
Trade Center, [ft began with the top- 
pling of the Shab of Iran back in the 
late 1970's.” 

While the short range goals of Islam 
included removing secular Islamic 
leaders, and gaining control over coun-

tries with oi! and nuclear weapons, 
Abraham also lists their long range 
goals: The long-range strategy of the 
Third Jihad counts on three strategic 
goals. First, the U.S. withdrawing from 
the region just as it did in Southeast 
Asia, following Vietnam. Second, tak- 
ing control of the oil wealth in the 
Muslim countries, which would be 
upwards to 75% of known reserves; 
third, using nuclear weapons or other 
WMDs to annihilate Israel. A further 
outcome of successfully achieving 
these objectives would be to place the 
United Nations as the sole arbiter in 
East/West negotiations and paralyze 
western resistance, leading to total 
withdrawal from all Islamic dominated 
countries. As Abraham said, “The 
Third Jihad now had a base of opera- 
tions and the oi! wealth to support its 
grand design or what they call the 
Great Caliphate,”. Americans desper- 
atcly need to know the history of radi- 
cal Islam if we are to win our global 
war against terrorism. 

Are those who promise us peace and 
safety through international negotia- 
tions ignorantly supporting our 
enemy?

Between the gypsy moth and 
oak wilt there will be a huge loss 
of oak trees in the county very 
soon. a . 

Susan Thiel, Unit Manager of 
the Forest, Mineral and Fire 
Management division of the local 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR), said many of 
the oak trees in the county are at 
or near the end of their normal 
life cycle of 80 to 90 years and 
any increase in stress will short- 
en their lives, 

The trees have been dealing 
with dry conditions for several 
years which has already put 
some stress on them. This sum- 
mer the trees are facing two addi- 
tional sources of stress - oak wilt 
and gypsy moths. 

Oak wilt kills trees rapidly. It 
is caused by a fungus which is 
transferred between trees in two 
ways. The fungus plugs the 
water-conducting system of the 
tree. To block the spread of the 
fungus, the tree produces gums 
and resins which also plug the 
system, causing the trees to die 
quickly. Oaks will die within a 
few weeks after becoming intect- 
ed, 

The fungus can be carried to 
new areas by sap-feeding beetles, 
which move spores from infected 
trees to freshly-wounded healthy 


trees. Wounding an oak tree 
whether accidental (lawnmow- 
ers) or intentional (pruning) 
between April 15 and July 15 can 
lead to oak wilt. 

It can also be moved in fire- 
wood, Infected firewood can 
form spore-producing pads under 
the bark which attract sap-feed- 
ing beetles and who transfer oak 
wilt spores several miles. 

Once a tree is infected the fun- 
gus is spread through intercon- 
nected root systems with nearby 
healthy trees, It is necessary to 
stop the movement of the fungus 
through the root systems, howev- 
er, it is not easy. Cutting down 
the infected tree before severing 
the interconnected roots can 
actually speed the movement of 
the fungus into surrounding 
trees. 

Generally once a tree is infect- 
ed all the trees in the tntercon- 
nected root system are doomed. 
The only way to stop the spread 
is to place a barrier, usually using 
a vibratory plow or trencher, in 
the ground to isolate the infected 
group, cut down the trees inside 
the barrier circle and immediate- 
ly burn the trees or remove the 
bark completely from the area. 

Thiel said this disease is more 
devastating than gypsy moths 
and is similar to the diseases that 
effectively wiped out elm and 
chestnut trees, 
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Gypsy moths defoliate trees 
and shorten their growth season 
dramatically. As larvae they usu- 
ally feed at night for four to six 
weeks growing until they are 
about two inches long. About the 
end of this month they will turn 
into pupae and then emerge as 
moths in early August. While in 
the moth stage they do not eat, 
however, the female will lay egg 
masses which contain between 
50 and 1,500 eggs which sit for 
nine months until they hatch out 
the following spring continuing 
the cycle. 

One of the best ways to control 
the moths is to destroy the egg 
masses which are intertwined in 
a matting of hair from the body 
of the female and located in a 
protected area such as a loose 
flap of bark or something flat 
nailed to a tree. They can be 
scraped from the surface to 
which they are attached into a 
receptacle and then buried or 
burned. 

When found in the caterpillar 
stage, one inexpensive way to get 
rid of them is to tic a dark-col- 
ored cloth band around the tree. 
The band should be about 12 to 
18 inches wide and long enough 
to encircle the tree. Tie the mid- 
dle of the band about 4-5 feet 
above the ground, then fold the 
top of the band down over the 
twine to form a bard that ts only

The educational program will 
focus on what a person is sup- 
posed to do if an injured wild ani- 
mal is found, the importance of 
birds of prey to the environment 
and other wildlife topics. 

“Tt climinates their fears a little 
bit,” said Mansfield-Sanderson.

Caterpillars tend to hide during 
the daytime and will often be 
found hiding under the flap. 
They can be easily killed by 
scraping them into a bucket of 
soapy water. 

Thiel added that due to their 
age and the threats described 
above several stands of oak are 
scheduled for clear cutting both 
to help prevent the spread of oak 
wilt and to allow the forest to 
regenerate in oak. She said that 
if the stands were select cut, not 
only would it be harder to pre- 
vent the spread of oak wilt, but 
much of the new growth would 
be red maple which is a very 
aggressive grower, crowding out 
the more desirable oak. 


FLIP FLOPS & HEEL PAIN

our sheriff’s office,” Ruley said. - 

“Perhaps the most noticeable 
problem — facing = Grayling 
Township is the lack of business- 
es moving into the Four Mile 
Road Industrial Park. It is a great 
location for light industrial and 
other businesses in a controlled 
growth atmosphere, and could 
provide jobs for our citizens, We 
need to work together diligently 
to find a way to fulfill the 
promise of this industrial park for 
the good of all. Also, informed 
decisions should be made by the 
township board to avoid lawsuits 
and their high costs. The town- 
ship's website needs to be updat- 
ed on a regular basis, with meet- 
ing dates and minutes posted, in 
order to provide better communi- 
cation with its residents and 
properly owners. The township 
must also continue its work witlt 
citizens and groups to ensure the 
environmental health of our land 
and waterways,” she said. 

“Because of the dangers of ter- 
rorism in our world today, I feel 
it is very tmportant for Grayling 
Township to be involved in emer: 
gency preparedness, working 
with local law enforcement, fire- 
fighters, and Camp Grayling offi- 
clals and personnel.
